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1984  Graduate  Seminar  Concludes 


The  thirty-second  Graduate  Seminar  in 
Numismatics  at  the  American  Numismatic 
Society  concluded  on  August  1 1 .  The  nine- 
week  seminar,  which  included  an  intensive 
schedule  of  lectures,  discussions  and 
demonstrations,  ended  with  the  presenta¬ 
tion  of  original  research  by  the  students 
during  the  final  week.  As  in  past  years,  the 
seminar  was  directed  by  the  Society  Chief 
Curator,  William  E.  Metcalf  and  includ¬ 
ed  lectures  by  other  members  of  the  ANS 
staff. 

The  Visiting  Scholar  for  this  year’s 
seminar  was  Michel  Amandry  of  the 
Bibiliotheque  Nationale  in  Paris,  who 
delivered  three  papers  in  addition  to 


counseling  the  students.

Museum  Acquires 

In  June,  the  Society  acquired,  through 
a  bargain  sale,  a  collection  of  2,225  late 
Roman  copper-based  coins  from  Dr. 
Pierre  C.  V  Bastien  of  West  Windsor, 
New  Jersey.  The  collection  was  assembl¬ 
ed  over  a  period  of  forty  years,  and  is 
notable  not  only  for  its  variety  but  also  for 
its  consistently  high  quality.  In  addition, 
it  adds  to  a  weak  area  of  the  Society’s  col¬ 
lection,  particularly  the  western  mints  of 
the  empire:  for  example,  there  are  900 
coins  of  Lugdunum  and  Trier  alone.  The 
purchase  is  one  of  the  largest  and  most  im¬ 
portant  ever  made  by  the  Society. 

Dr.  Bastien,  who  is  a  leading  student  of 
the  later  Roman  coinage,  and  has  produc¬ 
ed  several  works  on  the  subject,  was  the 
Archer  M.  Huntington  Medallist  in  1975; 
he  was  awarded  the  Gold  Medal  of  the 
Royal  Numismatic  Society  in  1970. 

Four  coins  are  illustrated  here:  nos.  1-3 
are  a  quinarius  and  antoniniani  of  Maxi- 
mian,  struck  at  Lugdunum;  no.  4  is  a  num- 
mus  of  Galerius  Maximian  from 
Lugdunum. 


ANS  LIBRARY  RECEIVES 
ADDITIONAL  NEH  GRANT 

A  renewal  grant  of  $24,886  received 
from  the  National  Endowment  for  the 
Humanities,  will  enable  the  library  staff  to 
continue  work  on  the  revision  of  card 
catalog  subject  headings  and  compilation 
of  a  “List  of  Subject  Heading  for  Specializ¬ 
ed  Collections  in  Numismatics.”  The 
Society’s  Librarian,  Francis  D.  Campbell, 
has  served  as  the  director  for  the  project 
since  its  inception. 

The  5,000  headings  and  related  cross- 
references  edited  to  date  have  already 
greatly  enhanced  the  usefulness  of  the  card 
catalog  as  a  research  tool.  Revisions  car¬ 
ried  out  during  the  course  of  the  project 
have  included  the  standardization  of 
heading  subdivisions,  and  the  creation  of 
hundreds  of  geographical  and  topical  sub¬ 
divisions  under  headings  deemed  to  be  too 
general  in  nature.  The  specificity  of  the 
headings  created  by  such  subdivision  per¬ 
mits  scholars  to  locate  topics  of  interest 
without  having  to  search  through  large 
blocks  of  library  catalog  cards.  The  sub- 
jec  t  authority  file  constructed  by  the  grant 
project  staff  also  provides  the  library’s

Her  services  to  the  ANS  included  de fac¬ 
to  curatorship  of  the  Roman  and  Byzan¬ 
tine  collections  for  a  period  in  1972-1973, 
cataloguing  and  arrangement  of  the 
Tetrarchic  and  Constantinian  coinage, 
substantial  involvement  in  the  publication 
of  the  Wheaton  College,  Arthur 
Houghton,  and  A.  S.  Dewing  collections 
in  the  Society’s  Ancient  Coins  in  North 
American  Collections  series,  as  well  as  data 
entry.  The  only  published  numismatic 
work  which  bears  her  name  is  an  impor¬ 
tant  study  of  magical  gems  and  amulets 
prepared  in  collaboration  with  her  hus¬ 
band,  Professor  James  H.  Schw  artz  of  Col¬ 
umbia  University’s  Department  of 
Neurobiology  and  Behavior;  but  she  col¬ 
laborated  in  many  w'orks  that  were  even¬ 
tually  published,  and  the  description  of  an 
important  hoard  from  Roman  Caesarea 
will  eventually  bear  her  name.  Mrs. 
Schwartz  was  elected  a  Fellow  of  the  Socie¬

The  Coinage  of  Metapontum,  Parts  1  and  2 
is  the  latest  work  to  be  released  by  the 
Society.  It  is  being  mailed  to  all  members 
who  hold  the  Publications  Subscription  for 
1984. 

This  book  is  a  revised  edition  of  the  two 
publications  by  Sydney  Noe  originally 
issued  by  the  Society  as  Numismatic  Notes 
and  Monographs  Numbers  32  and  47  in 
1927  and  1931,  and  includes  not  only  the 
text,  catalogue  and  plate  sections  of  the 
earlier  works,  but  also  extensive  additions 
and  corrections  by  Ann  Johnston.  Of  par¬ 
ticular  significance  is  Ms.  Johnston’s  study 
of  all  the  relevant  hoards  leading  to  a 
thorough  reconsideration  of  the  relative 
and  absolute  chronologies  of  the  Metapon- 
tine  incuse  coinage.

With  the  help  of  contributions  from 
several  ANS  supporters,  the  Islamic  and 
Medieval  departments  have  created  a 
photofile  of  illustrations  of  coins,  chiefly 
from  auction  catalogues.  This  new 
resource  for  students,  scholars,  and  collec¬ 
tors  complements  the  file  of  photos  of 
Greek,  Roman  and  Byzantine  coins  which 
the  Society  has  maintained  and  used  for 
decades.  This  new  file  will  include  all 
hammer-struck  European,  Islamic  and 
South  Asian  coins,  as  well  as  coins  of  such 
related  groups  as  Sasanian,  Kushan  and 
Axumite. 

Christine  Ryba  Curry  has  been  hired  on 
a  part-time  basis  as  editor  of  the  new  file. 
Mrs.  Curry  is  a  doctoral  candidate  in 
Medieval  Studies  at  Fordham  University 
and  was  a  participant  in  the  Society’s 
Graduate  Seminar  in  Numismatics  in 
1982. 

The  new  file  is  being  started  on  the  basis 
of  catalogues  that  are  acquired  in  the  future 
as  well  as  a  small  backlog  of  catalogues  that 
have  not  yet  been  included  in  the  existing 
file.  To  supplement  these,  old  catalogues 
featuring  Islamic  and  medieval  coins  are 
sought  from  dealers  and  collectors.

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American  Design  Chosen  for  FAO  Medal 


jury  has  selected  the  design  of  Chester 
Martin  ol  Chattanooga,  Tennessee,  for 
this  year's  World  Food  Day  Medal  of  the 
Food  and  Agricultural  Organization.  The 
l’  N.  agency  holds  an  international  com¬ 
memoration  each  year  on  October  16,  and 
issues  a  medal  for  worldwide  distribution 
to  spread  its  message  of  “Food  Comes 
First.” 

For  1984,  the  FAO  selected  the 
American  Medallic  Sculpture  Association 
to  hold  a  competition  for  the  medal  design, 
in  keeping  with  its  practice  of  designating 
a  different  country  each  year  to  design  the 
medal.  Announcements  in  the  numismatic 
and  art  press  elicited  over  100  requests  for 
specifications.  Fifteen  finished  plasters 
were  examined  by  the  jury  which  compris¬ 
ed  sculptors  Robert  Weinman  and  Karen 
Worth,  FAO  representative  Frederick 
Weibgen,  Cora  Gillilland  of  the  Smithso¬ 
nian  Numismatic  Collection,  and  Alan 
Stahl  of  the  American  Numismatic 
Society. 

The  jury  chose  the  design  submitted  by 
Chester  Martin  as  exemplifying  the  goals 
of  World  Food  Day  while  representing  the 
finest  traditions  of  American  medallic 
sculpture  to  an  international  audience.  The 
obverse  of  Martin’s  design  is  a  bold  and 
dramatic  aerial  view  of  a  man  carrying  the 
fruits  of  harvest.  On  the  reverse  a  woman 
and  child  are  seen  through  a  canning  jar, 
which  represents  the  importance  of 
distribution  in  the  FAO’s  goal  of  assuring 
all  people  the  food  they  need  in  order  to 
live. 

Chester  Martin  is  widely  known  for  his 
graphic  as  well  as  medallic  achievements. 
He  has  received  awards  for  philatelic 
design,  painting  and  watercolor.  Among 
his  most  prestigious  medallic  commissions 
are  the  Fiftieth  Anniversary  Medal  for  the

He  has  found  that 
the  collection  has  areas  of  surprising 
strength,  such  as  those  of  Confederate  and 
obsolete  currency;  both  fields  are  noyv  “on 
line”  in  the  Society’s  computer  for  anyone 
interested. 

Doty  has  also  encountered  areas  of  grave 
weakness.  The  most  glaring  (and  one  of  the 
hardest  to  explain)  is  that  of  small-sized  na¬ 
tional  bank  notes. Until  recently,  the  ANS 
had  no  specimens  whatsoever  of  these  notes. 

An  urgent  call  is  going  out  for  donations 
of  small-sized  national  notes  to  the  ANS 
collection.  Upon  learning  of  the  Society’s 
critical  shortage  of  such  material,  Harry  J. 
Forman  of  Forman  Enterprises,  Ltd. 
volunteered  to  donate  a  Pennsylvania 
issue,  and  has  urged  other  dealers  and  in¬ 
dividuals  around  the  fifty  states  to  do  the 
same.  According  to  Doty,  the  Society 
hopes  to  have  at  least  one  note  from  each 
state  by  the  end  of  1984.

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EARLY  ANS  MEDALS  OFFERED  BY  SOCIETY 


I  he  \iurriian  Numismatic  Society  lias 
released  lor  sale  examples  of  two  ol'  its 
medals  produced  early  in  this  century.  One 
hundred  specimens  of  the  Ernest  Babelon 
medal  ol  1910,  in  original  box  of  issues, 
are  available,  as  well  as  forty  of  the  Alger¬ 
non  Sydney  Sullivan  medal  of  1908,  bound 
in  a  presentation  book.  Proceeds  from  this 
sale  of  the  medals  will  be  used  to  set  up  a 
new  fund  to  provide  capital  for  future 
issues  of  Society  medals. 

The  Babelon  medal  was  issued  in  com¬ 
memoration  of  the  International 
Numismatic  Congress  held  in  Brussels  in 
1910,  and  honors  Ernest  Babelon,  the 
renowned  authority  on  ancient  coins,  who 
chaired  the  Congress.  It  was  cosponsored 
by  the  ANS  and  the  Belgian-Dutch  Socie¬ 
ty  of  Friends  of  the  Art  Medal.  The  bronze 
two  and  one-half  inch  round  medal  is  itself 
an  object  of  numismatic  interest  in  that  the 
dies  for  each  face  were  prepared  by  dif¬ 
ferent  methods  of  die  production.  The 
obverse  portrait  of  Babelon  was  modelled 
by  the  Belgian  sculptor  Godefroid 
Devreese  and  transferred  to  the  die  by  the 
then  innovative  pantographic  method.  The 
reverse  depiction  of  Athena  was  carved 
directly  into  the  dies  in  the  traditional  man¬ 
ner  by  the  German  engraver  Rudolf 
Bosselt. 


First  Time  Offered 

The  Sullivan  medal  has  never  before 
been  offered  to  the  public.  Sullivan,  who 
served  as  Vice-President  of  the  ANS  and 
was  a  collector  of  European  medals,  was 
a  prominent  lawyer.  After  his  death,  his 
son  commissioned  a  medal  in  his  honor 
and  designated  the  ANS  to  award  the 
medal  to  the  five  candidates  who  scored 
highest  each  year  in  the  New  York  Bar  Ex¬ 
amination.  Such  awards  do  not  appear  to 
have  been  carried  through,  and  the 
medals,  each  bound  into  an  eighty-page 
book  dedicated  to  Sullivan’s  memory,  have 
remained  in  storage  until  now.  The  bronze 
Medal  is  a  plaquette,  2  1/2”  by  3  1/2”  by 
J  E.  Roine,  the  French  sculptor  who  was 
largely  responsible  for  bringing  continen¬ 
tal  medallic  style  and  techniques  to  the 
United  States  at  the  turn  of  the  century. 
It  bears  a  beautifully  modelled  portrait  of 
Sullivan  on  the  obverse  and  a  symbolic 
s<  me  of  Age  guiding  Youth  on  the  reverse. 

The  sale  of  sto<  ks  of  these  early  medals 
and  the  <  reation  of  a  serial  fund  to  finance 
new  ones  was  announced  by  Margo 
Russell,  chairman  of  the  ANS  Standing 
Committee  on  Medals  and  Decorations.

undertake  the  issue  of  a  new  series  of 
medals.  While  we  don’t  anticipate  mat¬ 
ching  the  rate  of  issue  of  the  first  decades 
of  this  century,  when  the  ANS  sponsored 
an  average  of  one  medal  a  year,”  said  Ms. 
Russell,  “we  hope  that  the  new'  pieces  will 
be  worthy  artistic  successors  to  those  pro¬ 
duced  for  us  by  such  great  sculptors  as  Vic¬ 
tor  D.  Brenner,  Daniel  Chester  French, 
Gutzon  Borglum,  and  Theodore 
Spicer-Simpson.” 

The  Babelon  medal,  in  original  box  of 
issue,  is  being  sold  for  $25  plus  $4  for 
registered  mail.  The  Sullivan  medal, 
bound  in  its  presentation  volume,  is 
available  for  $75  plus  $5.50  postage. 
Quantities  of  these  medals  are  limited  to 


two  per  purchaser.  A  limited  number  ol 
the  ANS  125th  Anniversary  Medal  are  still 
available,  at  $30  plus  $4.25  postage  for  the 
bronze  and  $400  for  the  silver.  All  orders 
are  to  be  addressed  to:  Medals.
